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Hugo Haase Throws Weimar 
Assembly Into Uproar; 
Threatens Outbreaks 


CHARGE 'CROOKEDNESS’ 
IN CONDUCT OF WAR 


New Spartacan Riots Report­ 
ed In Dresden and Other 
German Cities

Hugo Haase, radcal leader, threw the 
national assembly into an uproar to­ 
day when he declared _|he workmen’s 
and soldiers’ councils would continue 
in existence until the social-democrat- 
centrist coalition 
demonstrates 
its 
intention to socialise the new repub­ 
lic. 
He said he doubted if the coati* 
tfon would carry out this program and 
threatened new outbreaks unless so­ 
cialization is accomplished. 
Scores of delegates leaped to their 
\fe e t and clamored 
for 
recognition. 
Others joined in a chorus of denuncia­ 
tion of Haase’s statement without the 
fa t a lit y 
of 
Obtaining 
recognition 
from Chairman 
Fehrenbach. 
Order 
was finally restored but 
other 
out­ 
bursts occurred as Haase continued 
his spleen. 
When Haase openly 
accused 
the 
Ebert-Scheidemagn 
governm ent 
of 
murdering Karl Liebkneoht and Rosa 
Luxemburg a riot 
alm ost 
ensued. 
Practically every delegate except the 
radicals threatened to oust H aase and 
his followers 
from 
the 
assembly. 
Haase waited calmly until the mem­ 
bers quieted down aud ugain resum ­ 
ed his attack on the governm ent as 
a whole and everyone connected with 
It individually. 
Referring again to the Spartacans, 
he adm itted they had received money 
from Russia. 
But he said this money 
was used for buying food 
for 
their 
wives and children and not for fight­ 
ing. 
Disappointment w as expressed re­ 
garding Haase’s speech as he was ex­ 
a c te d to introduce 
a program 
for 
constructive legislation. 
Finance Minister Schiller, who pre­ 
ceded Haase, said th at “property con­ 
ception in 
Germany 
must 
change! 
completely” and that hereafter indi-l 
viduals must not regard 
them selves 
as owners but m erely as adm inistra­ 
tors. 
"Germany’s financial 
situation 
is 
desperate and our mastery of it will 
depend entirely upon the condition in • 
which the Entente leaves us,” 
said 
Schiller. 
“We must wait coolly until 
thev decide. 
Germany’s war credits 
and loans total 160.000,000,000 marks 
($40,000,600,000.)”. 
Schiffer charged 
“crookedness” in 
conduct of the war, especially by prof- 


"The present 
economic 
situation 
also is desperate,” he said. “The vari­ 
ous strikes are unjustified- One great 
trouble Is that country workers crowd 
Into the city, whereas they are badly 
needed in the country. ’ 
He said the empire faced exhaus­ 
tion in October, 1918, but was tided 
over through the issuing of 
15,000,- 
000,000 marks (41.750,000,000) in un­ 
secured notes. The last reichstag, he 
said, had not paid more than 18,000,- 
000,000 marks ($4,500,000,000) of the 
whole debt. 
Schiffer said he- would net condemn 
the workmen’! and soldiers’ councils, 
as their organisation was necessary 
for the success of the revolution in 
its initial stages bul he declared their 
rule has resulted in the 
m isuse 
of 
tremendous funds. 
He proposed an 
official investigation of past expendi­ 
tures and a survey of future 
needs. 
The 1918 taxes, he said, must total 
19.000,000.000 marks 
($4,750,000,000), 
compared with 
5.000,000,000 
marks 
($1,250,000,000) just before the war. 
Open debates are expected to end 
next week, 
when 
the 
government 
plans to announce its appointment to 
the various commissions which will 
handle details of executive 
and 
ad­ 
ministrative subjects. 
The 
national 
assembly will be adjourned Thursday 
until the commissions complete their 
work.

Huns Still at Door of Paris, 
Bourgeois Says; Wants

Wide Safeguards

PARIS, Feb. 17.—France will abide 
by the decision of the peace confer­ 
ence regarding the league of nations, 
w hether that decision is for or against 
the league, it was learned on high au­ 
thority today. 
The United Press is in a position to 
set aside completely rum ors that the 
French insist on 
inserting 
certain 
clauses In the league constitution be­ 
fore they accept it. 
The French bad 
already approved tile covenant as read 
by President Wilson before the gen­ 
eral peace conference Friday. 
The point made by Senator Bour­ 
geois is that France is the most men­ 
aced nation in the world and that the 
Germans are figuratively still at tho 
door of the French capital. 
As a result of this, France, with a 
small population, is forced to maintain 
a larger arm y than lier less threatened 
associates. 
Therefore, he contends, 
the league ought to make some provi­ 
sion to even up this economic strain. 
Bourgeois said France does not en­ 
dorse a perm anent army stationed in 
France but he does want a proportion­ 
ate naval force scattered about the 
world 
among 
the 
member nations, 
ready for instant call from the league. 
He also believes machinery for in­ 
stant m ilitary action should be formed 
as part of the league instead of leaving 
a program to be drawn up after any 
trouble starts. 
France will bring up 
these 
ideas 
when the league constitution 
is 
de­ 
bated by the conference. But if she is 
unable to win approval for them she 
will adhere firmly to the league or­ 
ganization as advocated by her assoc! 
ates.

The Industrial Unrest 


From the Redla)ids Foots. 
Never before has the world seen such a condition 
of industrial unrest. 
In all civilized lands, the work­ 
ing masses are demanding higher standards of living. 
In spite of gains they have made, the conditions pre­ 
vailing in many industries are still unwholesome. 
Men and women break down prematurely, many fac­ 
tories are unsanitary. 
Great masses of people can 
barely meet the cost o f living, and find difficulty in 
raising families according to American standards. 
W herever wages are below a standard rate or 
hours unduly long, they should be readjusted to suit 
the more generous spirit of the times. 
Also there 
may still be classes of people who have not had the 
same advances that others have had. 
Bitt advances 
in wages are not enough alone to improve living 
conditions. 
As a general rule such advances do not come out 
of the employing class. 
They are added to the 
prices of goods. 
Bv the time everyone has had Ins 


advance in wages, everyone has had to pay a corres­ 
ponding advance in cost of living. 
Permanent gains come mostly from an improve­ 
ment in efficiency. 
When people become more in­ 
telligent and more skillful so that they can produce 
more, they make gains that are not offset by any 
corresponding advances in prices. 
The whole matter largely comes down to a ques­ 
tion o f education and training. 
The industrial prob­ 
lem is to so develop and train the workers, that they 
can turn out a greater and better product. 
It also 
becomes necessary to have a vast equipment of labor 
saving machinery. 
There must be plenty of capital for business men to 
borrow at Iou rates, so that all industries can reduce 
the element of rough and hard labor as much as 
possible. 
This call> for thrift so that capital shall 
be abundant and to be had at low rates. 
Education, 
technical training, thrift and machinery are the 
foundations of universal comfort and well being.

Murderer Remembers Noth 
ing of Escape, Asks If He 
Hurt Anyone 


W illiam Oliver, murderer, who 
escaped from the County Hospital 
January 30, was returned to jail 
Saturday evening at 6:30 o'clock. 
He was taken into custody F ri­ 
day evening at the top of Smith 
Mountain, where we was si work 
chopping wood. 
He made no resistance. 
Almost 
his 
first 
question 
was 
as 
to 
whether or not he had hurt anyone 
in getting away. 
He 
says 
his 
mind was a blank from some day 
w hile he was at jail until he re­ 
covered hic senses somewhere in 
the foothills. 
Oliver was in the county jail here 
in January awaiting trial on a charge 
of murdering Joe Morales, a fisherman. 
at. Anaheim Landing on November 6. 
He shot Morales following a quarrel 
because Morales abused Oliver's pet 
cat. 
In jail he developed what appeared 
to he signs of insanity. He feared that 
Mexicans were at his cell door await­ 
ing a chance to kill him. 
That 
he 
might ho observed, he was transferred 
to the County Hospital. There, on the 
regilt of January 30 he used a side­ 
bar of an iron bed to 
beat 
a 
hole 
through a cell wall, and out of this hole 
he escaped. 
Several days later a report came 
that convinced the sheriff's office that 
Oliver had been seen at San Onofre, 
and at other places in San Diego coun­ 
ty. On February 9. Tony Keith of El­ 
sinore reported that he had seen a 
man on Smith Mountain who fitted 
Oliver’s description. 
Motorcycle Offi­ 
cers Ballard and Stewart went to thi 
canyon, but returned when they were 
satisfied that Oliver had gone over 
the mountain to Warner's ranch. 
Stopped at the Top 
But Oliver did not go on to War­ 
ner's ranch. 
He stopped at the Hayes 
A- Roberts ranch at the very top of 
the mountain. 
There is a little post 
office there called Nellie, located in 


the ranch barn, and there are two or 
three buildings where summer board­ 
ers sleep. 
Hayes and his son-in-law 


have an apple orchard, and it was in 
this orchard that Oliver got a job 
chopping w ood. 
He arrived there last 
Monday in eighteen inches of snow, 
and was given a bed in the post office 
and was eating at the table with the 
family. 
A few days ago Mr. and Mig. Hayes 
drove down off the mountain on their 
way to Long Beach for a visit. Arriv­ 
ing at Ellsinore they first heard that it 
was supposed that there was an es­ 
caped 
murderer, 
probably 
insane, 
somewhere on Smith Mountain. From 
the description he had no doubt that 
the man chopping wood at Nellie was 
Oliver. 
Word” was sent by telephone 
to Santa Ana. 
and 
Thursday 
night 
Under Sheriff I mar. and Motorcycle 
Officer 
Ballard 
went 
to 
Elsinore, 
where they were 
joined 
by 
Tony 
Keith. 
The three men rode in a ma­ 
chine to Palomar Indian reservation, 
where a team was rented from an In­ 
dian and the nine-mile trip to the top 
of the mountain was started. The last 
four miles was in snow. 
The ranch at the top of the moun 
tain was reached about 5 o’clock. 
Oliver was chopping wood about IOO 
yards away. 
Iman, Ballard and Keith 
approached him. 
"Hello, Bill,” 
said

"Hello, Jack,” responded Oliver. 
"How are you feeling, Bill?” 
Fear Haunted Him 
"Pretty bad,” said Oliver, “but I can 
tell you better if you'll tell me some­ 
thing.”

Feb. 17.—Exten­ 
sive development of the section about 
Porterville to deciduous fruits is in­ 
dicated for the coming spring. 
This 
is due to two factors—the equipm ent 
of local orange packing houses to han­ 
dle deciduous fruits to eastern 
m ar­ 
kets, and the promise of a m aterial in­ 
crease in tho capacity of the P orter­ 
ville cannery under new manageWent. 
Due to the two off years in the citrus 
industry there is not the usual interest 
in new citrus orchards. 
Interest of the property owners cen­ 
ters, apparently, in early varieties of 
plums, which’ have 
always 
brought 
good prices, and which always 
pro­ 
duce good crops in this district, and 
the canning kinds of peaches. There 
is every indication of high prices for 
canned products for some seasons to 
come, and much of the 
planting 
of 
this fruit will be due to the long time 
contracts which the packers are offer­ 
ing. 
There has also been an unusual in­ 
terest in Em peror grapes, a crop new 
to this section, and if sufficient first- 
class cuttings can be secured there is 
every prospect that several hundred 
acres of these vines will be set out.
